Indianapolis, June 11.—That a 


woman can keep a secret, that she 
;an go to prison for a term of years 
'ather than reveal something that 
she does not want to tell, has oeen 
proved to the satisfaction of Judge 
John S. Baker, of the United States 
2ourt. He has had a visitor at his 
study in the government building 
who, about six years ago, he sent to 
the women's reformatory because she 
would not tell who had given her 
some counterfeit money which she 
passed. 
Judge 
Baker has not re- 


vealed the name of liis visitor, but 
says she is married and lives in In- 
dianapolis. 


She was arrested in Eort Wayne, 


when she was thirteen 
or fourteen 


yeais old, and before Judge Baker 
sentenced her die tiied three or four 
times to induce her to divulge her 
secret. He sent her to the reforma- 
tory to remain over night and think 
about it, but the next day the girl 
appeared before him again, as strong 


her determination <as ever, 
and 


she -said she would rather die than 
tell from whose -hands she had re- 
ceived the counterfeit money. Judge 
Baker warned 
her that he would 


send her to the reformatory to re- 
main until she was twenty-one years 
old unless she told, but the threat did 
not move the girl. 
After the couit 


had made the threat good, the 
went to the institution with 'her se- 
cret carefully treasured. 
The gov- 


ernment officers had two men under 
suspicion, but the testimony of the 
girl was needed to fix the crime on 
the guilty person. 
She would not 


give it 'and the person who gave hei 
the money has not been caught by 
the government officers. 


PAKDOHEP, BUT 
Judge Baker had been thinking 


about the girl he had placed behinc 
the bars, and he finally concluded 
that she should be pardoned. The 
pardon was issued and the girl, soon 
after she obtained her freedom, mar 
ried an Indianapolis man. She call 
ed on Judge Baker and thanked him 
for sending her to prison* 


"lit was the best thing that could 


have happened to me," 
she said 


after she had slipped into the Judge's 
study. 
"I am married 
now, am 


happy, and am living the right kin 
of life."

Seventeen Men Meet Terrible Fate 


in Colliery Explosion at 


Port Royal, Pa. 


BRAVE RESCUERS LOSE LIVES 


West Newton, Pa., June 11.—Time 


only adds horror to the disastrous 
mine explosion which occurred late 
last evening at No. 2 mine of the 
Blttsburg Coal 
company 
at Port 


Boyal. 


Three men were rescued and seven 


others are imprsoned in the burning 
mine. Last nig'ht the mine was re- 
ported at the offices of the company 
'here to be on flre, and Division Su- 
perntendents William McCune and 
W. F. Allison, of this place, started 
for the scene. They entered the mine 
witlh Mre Boss John Keck, who car- 
ried an open lamp. Three explosions 
followed at intervals of a few mo- 
ments, the large fan being inade- 
quate to counteract the rush of fire 
damqp. 


Many of the miners escaped, but 


atest reports state that McCune and 
.llison, with fifteen mineis, are be- 


yond reach of rescue. 


Even were there a 'bare possibility 
f rescue, tftie nien are located over 


mile from the bottom of the pit.

mouth, but the force of the explosion 
was BO great thait none of bhe men, 
so the miners say, could have sur- 
vived the shock.

Port Wayne lodge, No. 155, B. P. 


0. E., was instituted February 12, 
1890, with a charter membership of 
twenty-five. Brothers George B. Mc- 
Kinnie and R. C. Bell, both deceased, 
were the founder and organizers, 
and to them belongs the credit of 
sowing the seeds of EJkdam in the 
Summit City. Of the1 Charter mem- 
bers twelve are sbill (active members 
of the local lodge; eight have joined 
other sister lodges, and ftve have 
crossed the silent stream into etern- 
ity. 
The n>st few years of the 


lodge's life was full of hials and 
tabulations, The few members lost 
interest 
in the woik, and only 


thiough 
(tlie 
untirnfv work 
of 


Brothers McKinnie and Bell w«.s the 
lodge kept alive and the charter re- 
tained. Many were the times when 
it was impossible to get a quorum, 
and at times it was necessary to lock 
up in ithe lodge rooms what members 
were present while the officers would 
skhmish around to gather up a few 
of the dilatory ones for a meeting in 
order to transact business. 


GROWTH WAS GRADUAL. 


In December, 1891, a class of seven 


candidates were initiated and from 
this small inciease the lodge grad- 
ually grew until in 1895 the member- 
&hi<p was so large that other quarters 
were sought, resulting1 in the selec- 
tion and fitting up of the beautiful 
lodge rooms now occupied in the Lau 
block. At that time the membership 
was about 150, and the lodge moved 
into the new quarters without a cent 
of indebtedness on the same. On 
January 18, 1898, a class of 112 can- 
didates were initiated 
(being 
the 


largest class ever initiated by an Elk' 
lodge at one time), and since that 
time the lodge has been in a most 
flourishing condition, until now it 
nuinbeis 350 members.

She 
was then, to be ill and apparently die, 
leaving the insuiance, wliich included 
one policy in a stock company and 
two in fraternal 'organdsaition-s, the 
total 
ag-greeaitin'g $25,000. 
The 


woman, in her will, said that she cle- 
^ired her remains to be cremated, and 
it is supposed that it was 
ltfhe inten- 


tion to huiTy her away after her sup- 
posed demih and crenunite amoither body 
procured from «, hospital. 


The woman became ill according to 


progiam, but did not rally and died, 
Her body was art; once cremated. 
An 


inquest was (held by Assistant Cor- 
oner John B. Weckler without a jury, 
and Weckler returned <to the coroner's 
office a verdict ithat the woman had 
died of natural causes. 
The deaJtlh. of 


the woman is shrouded in mysteiy, 
and physicians on the stand differed 
widely as to the cause of death. The 
state, however, declared that the 
woman wias murdered, alithoxigh lit 
could mat be positively pioven.

Statement Says He Will Not 


be a Candidate. 


WOULD DECLINE A NOMINATION 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—The following statement has been 


given out at the white house: 
(>l regret that the suggestion of a third term has been made. 


I doubt'whether I am called upon to give it notice. But there are 
now questions of the gravest importance before the administra- 
tion and the country, and their iust consideration should not be 
prejudiced in the public mind by even the suspicion of the thought 
of a third term. 
i;!n view, therefore, of the reiteration of the suggestion of it, 


I will say now, once for all. expressing a long settled conviction, 
that I not only am not and will not be a candidate for a third 
term, but I would not accept a nomination for it if it were ten- 
dered me.

woman can keep a secret, that she 
can go to prison for a term of years 
rather than reveal something- that 
site does not want to tell, lias been 
proved to the satisfaction of Judge 
John 'H. Bnkcr, of the United States 
court.

who, about six years ago, he sent to 
the women's reformatory because sht> 
would not tell who had given linr 
some counterfeit money which she 
passed.

vealed the rmmr. of his visitor, but 
says she is married and lives in In- 
dianapolis. 


SJh.fi ivjis arrester! in Fort Waynp. 


when she was thirteen or fourteen 
years old, and before Judge Baker 
sentenced her ilie tried three or four 
times to induce her to divulge her 
secret. He sent her to the reforma- 
tory to remain over night and think 
about it, but the next day the girl 
appeared before him again, as strong 


her determination <as ever, 
anrl 


she said she would rather die than 
tell from whose hands she had 
re- 


ceived the counterfeit money. Judge 
Baker warned 
her that he would 


send her to the reformatory to 
re- 


main until she was -twenty-one years 
old unless she told, but the threat did 
not move the girl. 
After the couit 


had made the threat good, the givl 
went to the institution with 'her se- 
cret carefully treasured. 
The gov- 


irnment officers had two men under 
suspicion, but the testimony of the 
girl was needed to fix the crime on 
the guilty person. 
She would not 


give it and the person who gave her 
the money htis not'been caught by 
the government officers. 


PARDONED, BUT RETICENT. . 
Judge Baker had been thinking 


about the girl he had placed behind 
the bars, and he finally concluded 
that she should be pardoned. The 
pardon was issued and the girl, soon 
after she obtained her freedom, mar- 
ried an Indianapolis man. She call- 
ed on Judge Baker and thanked him 
for sending her to prison. 


"It -was the best thing that could 


have happened to me," 
she 
said, 


after she 'had slipped into the judge's 
study. 
"I am married now, am 


happy, and nm living the right kind 
of life." 


The girl was neatly dressed nnd 


Judge Baker thought she was better 
looking in her twentieth year than 
she was the day he sent her to the 
reformatory.

she had been in prison the court had 
not forgotten or lost interest in her.

"Now that you have served a good 


long time In the reformatory, don't

Seventeen Men Meet Terrible Fate 


in Colliery Explosion at 


Port Royal, Pa. 


BRAVE RESCUERS LOSE LIVES 


West Newton, Pa., June 11.—Time 


only adds horror to the disastrous 
mine explosion which occurred late 
last evening at No. 2 mine of the 
P-ittsburg Coal 
company 
at Port 


Royal. 


Three men were rescued and seven 


others are imprsoned in the burning 
mine. Last night the mine was re- 
ported at the offices of the company 
here to be on fire, and Division Su- 
icrntendents 
William McCune and 


W. F. Allison, of this place, started 
for the scene. They entered the mine 
with Fire Boss John Keck, who car. 
•led an open lamp. Three explosions 
'ollowed at intervals of a few mo- 
ueii'ls, the large fan being- inade- 
quate to counteract the rush of fire 
danup. 


Many of the miners escaped, "but 


latest reports state that McCune and 
Allison, with fifteen miners, are be- 
yond reach of rescue. 


Even "were there a "bare possibility 


of rescue, 'the m'en are located over 
a mile from the bottom of the pit. 
Since the effort? of a third rescuing 
party, "which, like previous attempts, 
were disastrous, no efforts have been 
made to reach

men

further attempt will be made until

The wives and children of the miss-

ANOTHER EXPLOSION. 


West Newton, Pa., June 11,—An- 


o'ther explosion occurred upt iths Port 
Roy.il mine of-the Pittsburg Coal r.n'd 
Coke company shortly before noon 
an'd several of 'the rescuers -were 
'dangerously injured. Fire Inspector 
Callaghan and Fire Boss McFee were 
the most fl-angerously hurt -and may 
die. 
This Ins't explosion in mnny 


minds settles the fute of'the eittonrbed 
men and all Urope of 'potting: ifcnem 
mil alive has been abandoned. 


DETAILS OF THE DISASTER. 


"West Newton, Pa., June 11,- -Not 


a practical miner in this district be- 
lieves that one of the seventeen men 
entombed in the Port Royal mine by 
the explosion last night is still alive. 


There is no fire in tlie mine, 
to 


judge from appearances at the pit 
mouth, but the force of the explosion 
was so great that none of the men, 
so the miners say, could have sur- 
vived the shock.
